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HIGHER RETAIL SALES OF CLOTHING AND 


HOUSEHOLD GOODS IN NOVEMBER 


HE VALUE of sales in November by the large-scale retailers 

who make returns to the Board of Trade was higher than in 

October, not only for food, but also both for apparel and 
household goods. There has not been an increase between October 
and November for these goods since 1948, and the increase in 1951 
is indicative of some recovery in trade. The recovery was not 
sufficient to bring the index for non-food merchandise as a whole 
up to the level of November 1950, but it was only 1 point lower 
at 158. Food sales were up 13 per cent. over the year, the greatest 
increase recorded so far in 1951, and were higher than in any earlier 
month of the year. Total sales by the firms reporting were 6 per 
cent. higher than in November 1950 ; this increase was rather less 
than the 9 per cent. rise recorded for the ten-month period February— 
November. 

The Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices was 12 per 
cent. higher in November than a year earlier. Food prices were up 
by 15 per cent., a figure not very different from the 13 per cent. rise 
in value of sales recorded by the sample. Prices of clothing and 
household goods, which are the main sections of non-food merchan- 
dise, rose even more than those of food. The correspondence 
between the two sets of figures is not exact, and any conclusion about 
changes in the volume of sales must be approximate. It is neverthe- 
less clear that the volume of retail trade was reduced for the main 
classes of goods other than food. 

Sales of clothing and footwear together increased by more than 
5 per cent. in November compared with October, and were 2 per 
cent. lower than in November 1950. In assessing volume changes, 
the rise of 18 per cent. in the clothing section of the Interim Index 
of Retail Prices must be taken into account. The improvement in 
sales compared with October occurred in each of the three main 


sub-groups, but principally in men’s wear. Compared with 
November 1950, men’s wear sales were still substantially down in 
value—by 13 per cent.—while those of women’s wear were up by 
2 per cent., and of footwear by 5 per cent. The multiple shops 
were entirely responsible for the higher sales of women’s wear, but 
in footwear, the co-operative societies also recorded increases, 
These results contrast with those of the independent retailers, who 
were unable to achieve their turnover of a year earlier for any of 
these classes of goods. 

Sales of household goods were 6 per cent. lower than in November 
1950, and although the Interim Index of Retail Prices fell 2 per 
cent. between October and November, it remained 17 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier. Sales of hardware, electrical and radio 
goods were buoyant with a rise of 6 per cent. over the year, but sales 
of furniture and furnishings were down by 11 per cent. Results 
from the independent retailers were rather better than those of 
the larger retailers. 


Sales by Type of Shop 

Although apparel sales in November by the larger retailers were 
2 per cent. lower than a year earlier, the three groups of stores did 
not show similar movements. Department store sales were down 
by 6 per cent., and those of co-operative societies by 2 per cent., 
while multiple shops showed an increase of 3 per cent. Sales by 
independent retailers were down by even more than those of 
department stores. ‘Turnover in both footwear and women’s wear 
was up in total on last year, but down for department stores. Men’s 
wear sales continued sluggish with falls of 16 and 14 per cent. 
respectively in sales by department stores and multiple shops ; 
independent retailers reported very similar results in this field, 
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The figure for the co-operatives was slightly better—a reduction of 
9 per cent. 

The larger retailers rted a fall of 11 per cent. in sales of furni- 
ture and furnishings in November compared with a year earlier, while 
the fall for independent shops was 5 per cent. The results for depart- 
ment stores were much worse than the average and showed a fall of 
18 per cent. For the trading year to date, department store sales were 
slightly lower than a year earlier, although the large retailers as a 
whole s} owed an increase of 6 per cent., as did the independent 
retailers. 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods were 6 per cent. higher 
in November, with multiple shops showing an increase much above the 
average at 12 per cent. ; this figure was also recorded in respect of the 
independent shops. ‘The latter also reported an improvement in 
sales of books and stationery, which was about equal to the increase 
for the multiple shops and greater than the average for all large 
retailers. 

Sales of chemists’ goods by multiple shops were 14 per cent. up on 
the month, a rise much in advance of that reported by any other type of 
shop

Sales by Areas 


Suburban London continued to show the most favourable com- 
parison with a year earlier in non-food sales, which were at the same 
level as in November 1950. Falls were reported elsewhere, varying 
from under 1 per cent. in the Midlands to 4 per cent. in Scotland. 
During the ten months February-November, non-food sales in the

The increase in sales of food and perishables compared with 
November 1950 was general throughout the country. In Central 
and West End London, however, which is influenced to a large extent 
by cafe and restaurant sales, the rise was smaller than in the other 
regions 


Sales by Types of Goods 
Clothing 


November sales of clothing were most notable for the increases 
recorded as compared with October. ‘The increase was small in 
women’s wear, but sufficed to take the index at 180 to a level 3 points 
higher than a year earlier. Im men’s wear the rise amounted to 14 per 
cent., but even so sales in this department continued to lag well 
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Index Numbers of Weekly Sales of Apparel (1947 = 100) 
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behind the values of a year earlier. In both women’s and men’s wear 
cumulative sales for the trading year to date continued to be higher 
than a year earlier. 

Of the sub-categories of women’s wear for which index numbers 
are calculated, underwear was the only group to show a rise in sales 
between October and November, though sales of dress materials were 
unchanged. Compared with November 1950, the greatest increases, 
of nearly 15 per cent., were in sales of stockings and girls’ and children’s 
wear. Small falls were recorded for underwear, and millinery and 
haberdashery, and the decrease for piece-goods was as much as 
14 per cent. For the ten months February~November, sales in 1951 
were higher than in 1950 for all groups of goods except dress materials; 
the greatest rise was one of over 20 per cent. for stockings. 

Stocks of women’s wear were 8 per cent. higher at the end of 
November than a year earlier, and those of men’s and boys’ wear 
were up by 16 per cent. 


Footwear 


Sales of footwear rose 7 per cent. over the month, and were 
5 per cent. higher than a year earlier. Only for two months since 
January 1951 was turnover lower than a year earlier, but footwear was 
not so much affected as clothing by the buying pressure which 
resulted in the high sales at the end of 1950. For the trading year to 
date sales of footwear were 10 per cent. higher than in 1950. Stocks

at the end of November were 24 per cent. higher in value than a year 
earlier 


Household Goods 


Combining the results of both the furniture and hardware depart- 
ments, sales in November of all types of household goods were 
4 per cent. higher than in October, but 6 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier. The rise over the month was almost entirely due to increased 
sales of hardware, electrical and radio goods ; the data on sales of 
furniture and bedding supplied by some firms indicates that sales 
of these goods fell somewhat, although the index for all furniture 
and furnishings rose | point 

Compared with Novernber 1950, sales of furniture and furnishings 
were down by 11 per cent. Only a proportion of the reporting firms 
provide figures for the sub-classes within this group, and they showed 
a bigger fall than the sample as a whole ; their figures suggest that 
there were reductions of about the same amount in respect of each of 
the three sub-classes—furniture and bedding, furnishing fabrics and

household textiles, and floor coverings. In the hardware, electrical 
and radio departments, total sales were up by 6 per cent., with a 
rise of 4 per cent. for hardware only. 

Stocks rose over the year by 10 per cent. for furniture and furnish- 
ings, and 20 per cent. for hardware, electrical and radio goods. 


Chemists’ Wares 


Sales of chemists’ wares, which are usually seasonally higher in 
November, rose by 9 per cent. over the month. There was little 
change from the recently established higher level of sales at about 13 
per cent. above a year earlier ; cumulative sales rose by 12 per cent. 
compared with February-November 1950. Stocks were 15 per cent. 
higher than at the end of November 1950. 


Other Non-Food Categories 


Of the remaining categories of goods, for which no index numbers 
are calculated, sales of books and stationery were exceptional in

(v) The period covered by November sales was the 4 weeks from 
October 28 to November 24. 

(vi) Some firms are able to give figures for the country as a whole 
but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the movements 
in business reported by the sample for Great Britain may differ from 
the average of the movements in the areas even when due weight is 
given to the amount of business done in each area.

Fuel Conservation Productivity Team for U.S. 


SPECIALIST team concerned with conservation of fuel is due to 
sail on January 31 for New York in the Queen Mary under 
the leadership of Mr. W. L. Boon, of Powell Duffryn Technical 
Services Ltd 
Nomunations to the team have been made by bodies representing the 
enginecring, heating and ventilating, cotton, woollen, brewing, chemical 
and paper industries in this country ; the T.U.C. ;_ the British Coal 
Utilization Research Association ; and the Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants 
Furnace industries and those depending largely on coal as a raw 
material (¢.g., iron and steel, gas, electrical power generation, pottery, 


etc.) are expressly excluded from the enquiry, and domestic heating 
(as distinct from strictly commercial applications) will only be studied 
in so far as its demands impinge on the peak load of electricity supply 
undertakings. 

The conservation of fuel being bound up with the original means of 
application of heat and energy, in whatever form except water power, 
the team's tour in America will take in power installations of diverse 
kinds in a variety of industries, besides firms manufacturing ancillary 
equipment, such as automatic control, the utilization of exhaust steam 
through back-pressure generation and so forth. 
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Steel Allocations Based on 
National Needs 


HE FOLLOWING statement on the steel situation was issued on 

behalf of His Majesty’s Government in London on January 4 :— 

In face of a national steel shortage of |} million tons, the mounting 
claims of the defence programme, and tlic export drive, have made it 
imperative to allocate steel supplies to their most important uses. 
Since this must involve substantial and important changes in the 
existing pattern of production, the Government, after consultation 
with the trade, have decided to introduce a system of allocation of 
supplies based on the priorities of national needs. 

The shortage itself is the result of three circumstances. The first 
is the reduced level of home steel production, due to a heavy fall in 
imports of German scrap and shortage of imported iron ore. The 
second is that as tooling up and preparatory work in the arms factories 
lead on to mass production, the defence requirement of steel rises 
rapidly ; this increase is now going on and will continue for some time 
longer before levelling off. The third is that in face of a trade deficit 
of unparalleled gravity it is now apparent that the best prospect of 
achieving an increase in exports is to produce for overseas sale larger 
quantities of plant, machinery and steel goods of all kinds. 

Since these growing needs must be met, and the total supply is 
limited, it is the home market that must suffer. But at home the 
minimum needs of basic industries such as coal, transport and power 
production must be protected, so that the sacrifice must be borne by 
other steel-using industries, in proportions that vary with their impor- 
tance to the national economy. 

Individual firms are themselves expected to co-operate with the 
authorities in carrying out the principles behind the scheme. Thus if 
a firm producing both for home and export finds its allocation reduced, 
it should ensure that exports are maintained at the highest possible 
level and the cut made to fall primarily upon home uses. 

This comprehensive allocation is carried out with great care: a 
central committee after close examination allots quantities among the 
main broad classes of national need, and individual departments then 
with equal care sub-divide the quantities allotted to them among the 
concerns within their purview. Lessons will be learned from experi- 
ence. The mistakes and teething troubles of the opening stages of a 
new scheme will be corrected as rapidly as possible. 

The Government are well aware of the temporary inconvenience and 
dislocation that is involved in the necessity for change. But they earnestly 
ask those affected to remember that all available steel is being allo- 
cated, with no reduction in total on recent levels, that if one firm 
were to get more it could only be by another getting less, and that 
national considerations in this grave emergency must come first. 

A strenuous effort is being made by the Government to find means 
of raising the total of supplies, by increasing imports of ore and of 
semi-finished and finished steel, wherever supplies are available. It 
is well understood that this is a problem of the greatest urgency for 
industry and the country, and the Government are hopeful that means 
will be found to lessen its severity and to limit the period during which 
allocations at the present level need to continue. As soon as more 
steel is available, allocations will be increased, with, of course, the same 
regard to national priorities. 


Operation of Copper and Zinc 
Restrictions Postponed 


ANUFACTURERS of goods in which the use of copper, zinc 
and their alloys was banned by a Ministry of Supply Order in 
November—household appliances and electrical, gas and builders’ 
fittings were among the articles listed—are to have a further 20-day 
period in which to finish partly-made goods containing the metals. 
The original order, The Copper and Zinc Prohibited Uses (Ministry 
of Supply) (No. 2) Order, 1951, S.I. 1951 No. 1960, (details of which 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal on November 24, 1951, 
page 1067) gave them until February 1, 1952, to use up stocks of 
fabricated or partly-processed zinc and copper.

Gold and Dollar Reserves of 
the Sterling Area 


'T WAS stated by the Treasury on Monday tha‘ as already announced 

the gold and dollar deficit of the sterling area amounted to $320 
million in October. In the two months, November—December, it 
was $444 million. In addition, $176 million was paid on December 31, 
representing the first instalment of service on the United States and 
Canadian Lines of Credit and on the United States Lend-Lease Loan. 

The total gold and dollar deficit in the fourth quarter as a whole, 
therefore, was $940 million, or $764 million excluding service on the 
Lines of Credit, etc., compared with $638 million in the third quarter 
of 1951, and a surplus of $54 million in the second quarter. Receipts 
under the European Recovery Programme were $6 million during 
the quarter. The gold and dollar reserves fell by $934 million during 
the quarter, and on December 31 stood at $2,335 million, compared 
with $3,269 million at September 30, $3,867 million at June 30, and 
$3,300 million at December 31, 1950. 

The fall in the reserves has resulted in a further accumulation of 
sterling in the Exchange Equalization Account, and the sum of 
£300 million will be returned to the Exchequer during the current 
month. 

Apart from the sum expended on service of the United States and 
Canadian Lines of Credit, etc., the following are the principal factors 
responsible for the deficit and loss of reserves in the fourth quarter :— 

(i) A further reduction in earnings from sterling area exports to 

the dollar area, both from the United Kingdom and from other 
countries in the sterling area. This is a reflection of the decline 
in demand for many sterling area products both on private and 
on official account 
The continued high level of expenditure in the sterling area 
on dollar imports. United Kingdom purchases in the dollar 
area have been approximately at the same rate as in the third 
quarter. This high level of purchases has been accompanied 
by an increase in stocks of commodities in accordance with the 
programme of stockpiling essential supplies. So far as can be 
seen dollar expenditure by the rest of the sterling area has 
continued to rise during the quarter. 
The continued heavy deficits of the United Kingdom and the 
rest of the sterling area with O.E.E.C. countries. This has 
involved gold payments to the European Payments Union of 
$98 million during the quarter, compared with $106 million 
in the third quarter 

The loss of reserves this quarter has been accompanied, as in the 
previous quarter, by a reduction in the United Kingdom’s sterling 
liabilities, particularly to other sterling area countries; on the other hand 
the United Kingdom has received credit on a considerable scale from 
the European Payments Union. 

It should be noted that the economies in overseas expenditure in the 
non-sterling area announced on November 7 have not yet had any 
significant influence on the actual level of expenditure of the United 
Kingdom and on the gold and dollar deficit. The effect of these 
economies should make itself increasingly felt in 1952.

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British Export Trade Research 
Organization to Close 


ew WAS ANNOUNCED in London on January 4, that the 

of BETRO (British Export Trade Research Organizati 
decided to recommend a members’ voluntary winding-up 
organization 

According to a statement by the Council this step has been made 
necessary by the impact of world mament on the export drive, 
and the fact that the value of over market research is as yet 
inadequately appreciated by industr It is proposed that the closing 
down shall be gradual so as to enable current tasks to be completed, 
but no new assignments will be accepted. It was emphasized that 
existing contracts will be faithfully and punctiliously carried out. The 
Government have been informed of the decision 

BETRO, a non-profit making enterprise was founded in 1945 by a 
group ot In 1947 Parliament voted it a subsidy 
of £150,000 to be taken up over five years. Mr. Roger Falk, who 
became Director-General on January 1, 1950, negotiated with the 
Federation of British Industries a concordat aimed at streamlining

Announcing the decision to close, Mr. Leslie Gamage, chairman 
of the Council, said the step was taken with great regret. Although 
they had received most loyal membership support over the years, as 
well as help from the Federation of British Industries, they had not 
obtained sufficient work to pay their way 

**T must make it clear that we do not regard this as a failure ; 
rather, BETRO began about 10 years ahead of its time,’”” Mr. Gamage 
continued. ‘* We are quite sure that it was right to have started this 
organization ; we are quite sure something of the kind must come 
again if Britain is to play her rightful part in world trade.’ The post- 
war sellers’ market made British firms slow to grasp the importance 
of market research and the world rearmament following the Korean 
war created fresh difficulties. Nevertheless, in the face of growing 
threats of competition from Germany, Japan and other countries, 
Britain would undoubtedly suffer severe setbacks if she did not carry 
out more thorough and systernatic research in exports markets. He 
regarded the closing of BETRO as a real disaster to the British 
export trade. The Federation of British Industries had given every 
possible help ; indeed, they got an appreciable amount of work as a 
result of the concordat. 

Mr. Gamage paid tribute to Mr. Falk and his staff for having done 
a magnificent job in difficult conditions. Indeed, in complete dis- 
regard of his own personal interest, it was Mr. Falk who had advised 
them to close down now, while they were in a position to honour all 
their commitments, rather than to risk getting into financial difficulties. 
Efforts would be made to preserve and maintain the organization's 
immensely valuable records. 

Mr. Gamage said that the turnover had reached an annual figure of 
approximately £40,000, but double this amount was needed to make 
BETRO pay its way. In its 7 years the organization had completed 
3,000 assignments, including 300 market surveys in 82 countries. 
Although it had to close down, the organization had done important 
work, and the lessons learned would stand British industry in good 
stead in the future. 

Mr. W. P. N. Edwards, representing the Federation of British 
Industries, said that before the outbreak of the Korean war, they were 
hopeful that feeling was more in favour of market research. The war, 
however, threw them right back into the seller's market, when firms 
were more concerned with supplying existing customers than finding 
new ones 

Answering questions, Mr. Falk said that as the result of stream- 
lining the organization the annual deficit had been reduced about 
two-thirds. It was expected that existing work would be completed 
by about the end of March or in April. Japan had formed a similar 
organization known as JETRO, which declared that it was modelled on 
BETRO. It was stated also that there was evidence of a similar 
organization being started in Germany.

HE provisional Basic Materials Index for December was very 
slightly lower than for November, and has now remained steady 
at much the same level since August.

sales in November compared with October, which is contrary to the 
seasonal movement shown in recent years, but even with the 
exception of hardware, radio and electrical goods, their sales remained 
lower than in 1950. Drapery sales fell slightly from the October 
level and were 9 per cent. lower than in November 1950. In both 
the apparel and household goods groups, price rises since November 
1950 have been considerable and must be taken into account when 
considering the changes in the quantities of goods sold. 

In the remaining trades, sales increased in November with the 
exception of chemists, where there was no change. Jewellers were 
the only group whose sales were lower than a year earlier, but the 
increases of 8 per cent. for booksellers, etc. and 2 per cent. for chemists 
were lower than the increases of 13 per cent. and 5 per cent. respec- 
tively shown by the cumulative figures for the trading year to date. 


Clothing and Footwear 

Drapers’ sales in November were 3 per cent. lower than in October, 
a smaller movement than has been recorded in recent years; for both 
men’s wear shops and boot and shoe retailers increases were reported 
over the month. As a result, though November sales were still well 
down in value compared with the level of a year earlier, the falls 
were not so great as those recorded in October. Recovery in these 
trades appears to be continuing, though only slowly. 

The 9 per cent. fall in sales compared with 1950 reported in Nov- 
ember by the independent drapers was smaller than the decrease 
recorded for men’s wear, but was nevertheless much greater than any 
of the changes reported by the large-scale firms. Department store 
sales were down by 4 per cent. and those of co-operative societies

by 3 per cent. while multiple chains showed a rise of as much as 
13 per cent. For the ten months February-November, the value of 
sales by both independent shops and department stores was lower than 
a year earlier, co-operative socicties achieved a rise of 5 per cent., 
and multiples an increase of 23 per cent. 

Men's wear sales by independent shops in November were 16 per 

, a8 in recent months, 

showing a bigger fall than bespoke tailors. For the trading year to 
date the fall in the value of sales compared with 1950 amounted to 
3 per cent. Comparison with the larger firms shows the experience 
of the department stores to have been the same as that of the inde- 
pendents. Multiple shops’ sales in November were 14 per cent 
down on a year earlier, and those of co-operative societies fell by 9 
per cent. For both groups of stores, sales in the period February- 
November were nearly 5 per cent. higher than a year earlier in con- 
trast to the falls of 3 per cent. reported by the department stores and 
independent retailers. 

Sales by footwear shops in November were 6 per cent. lower than 
a year earlier. ‘This result was practically the same as the 5 per cent 
fall in sales by department stores. Multiple shops and co-operative 
societies showed better trading results with rises of 5 and 7 per cent. 
respectively. For the trading year to date all types of retailers are 
showing increases in the value of their sales of footwear, but in view 
of the increases in prices it is unlikely that the volume of sales has 
been maintained. 


Household Goods 


Furniture sales by independent retailers continued to rise in Novem- 
ber but even so were 5 per cent. lower than in November 1950. 
They seem to have done better than the larger firms, which reported 
a fall of 11 per cent. This difference was not sufficiently great to 
cause a difference in the results for the trading year to date—both 
groups of shops recorded increases of 6 per cent. for the ten months 
February to November compared with 1950. 

Sales by the independent hardware, radio and electrical shops 
were once more relatively good, mainly as a result of the buoyant 
sales of radio and electrical shops. The expansion of 40 per cent. 
recorded for these latter shops in November is comparable with the

Chemists’ sales in Ni nber were unchanged from October, and 
only 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier. The most nearly com- 
parable departments of the large-scale retailers showed sales 12} 
per cent. higher than in November 1950. Sales by department 
stores were unchanged over the year while there were rises of 7 and 
14 per cent. respectively for co-operative societies and multiple shops.

Other Retail Categories 


November sales by the remaining trades were higher than in Octo- 
ber. Sales of jewellery were 3 per cent. lower than in November

cent. 

Accurate comparisons in these categories with large-scale retailers 
are not possible owing to differences in the types of goods covered. 
The departments most nearly comparable showed decreases over the 
year of 8 per cent. for jewellery, leather and fancy goods, and of 4 
per cent. for sports goods and cycles, with a rise of 2 per cent. for 
books and stationery

Personal Export Scheme—Dressed Fur Skins 

IT HAS been brought to the notice of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise that dressed fur skins have been exported under the 
Personal Export Scheme. 

The Commissioners wish to make it known that they are unable to 
regard such goods as being within the category of ‘* personal or house- 
hold goods which a passenger may reasonably be expected to have 
with him.”” (C. & E. Notice No. 77E, paragraph 8.) 

Accordingly, relief from Purchase Tax cannot be granted in respect 
of dressed fur skins exported under the Scheme and exports of these 
goods should be made through the normal channels. 


Revision of Purchase Tax Notices Nos. 78 and 78A 


THE undermentioned Notices have been revised and copies of the 
new editions are being sent to Trade Associations and the Trade Press 
principally concerned.

Import Duties Drawback Order 
THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) 
Order, 1952, which increases the rate of drawback of Customs duty 
paid on solid insoluble quebracho extract used in the manufacture of 
certain soluble quebracho extracts and certain blends of soluble 
quebracho extract with myrobalan extract, from 6s. 3d. to 7s. 1d. a cwt. 
The Order which comes into operation on January 14, has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1952, No. 24. 


Parcel Post to Australia 


THE Postmaster-General announces that the limit of weight for 
parcels by air and surface routes to Australia has been increased from 
11 Ib. to 22 Ib. 


Public Phototelegraph Service 


THE Postmaster-General announces that a public phototelegraph 
service is now available to Helsinki, Finland. 


Standard Metal Windows and Doors 


THE British Metal Window Manufacturers’ Association in agreement 
with the Ministry of Works, introduced new price schedules for metal 
windows and doors made to B.S. 990 as from January 1, 1952. 

The new prices incorporate the general increase of 74 per cent. 
which, since September 4, 1951, has operated provisionally pending 
the preparation of the new schedules. At the same time allowance 
has been made for an increase in the cash discount terms from 2} per 
cent. to 5 per cent., with a compensating increase in list prices. 

There will be no increase in prices overall as a result of these 
changes, but individually some prices will be increased and others 
decreased. 


CODES OF PRACTICE 


Street Lighting. Part 1: Traffic Routes 

OF PARTICULAR interest to lighting engineers and local authorities 
will be the issue of C.P. 1004:1951, which belongs to the series of 
Engineering Codes issued jointly by the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers and British Standards Institution. 

The code is designed to develop the recommendations made in the 
final Report of the Ministry of Transport Departmental Committee 
on Street Lighting (H.M.S.O., 1937) and this Part deals with traffic 
routes only, i.e., roads classed in the Report as Group A. A further 
part of the code is in preparation to deal with the design of lighting 
for other routes. 

Recommendations are made, for various circumstances, on the 
choice of light distribution (cut-off fittings or non-cut-off fittings), 
and on the spacing of lanterns. The use of either electricity or gas is 
envisaged, but electrical and gas installation practice is outside the 
scope. Particular attention is given to considerations governing the 


placing of lanterns, and advice is included on methods of marking 
out a site.

BRITISH STANDARDS 
Emergency Specifications for Case Hardening Steels 

As a result of the present serious shortages of alloying elements for 
steel, the Steel (Rearmament) Panel of the Ministry of Supply has 
under consideration the problem of economy in the use of such 
elements by the replacement of specifications in which their content 
is relatively high by others stipulating a much lower content. 

Eight specifications designated En. 351, 352, 353, 354, 355, 361 
362 and 363, covering case hardening steels, have consequently been 
published by the British Standards Institution in Addendum No. 1 
to B.S. 970 They are intended as an emergency measure to replace 
the case-hardening steels En. 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 39 and 325 of 
B.S. 970:1947. Price 1s. post free 


Filter Flasks 

This British Standard (1739:1951) is the first to be published for 
filter flasks, and in its preparation careful attention has been given to 
the requirements of users and to the manufacturing problems involved. 

Eight sizes of filter flask are specified from 100 ml. to 20 litre 
nominal capacity. Full dimensions and appropriate tolerances are 
given, but for a few dimensions temporary tolerances are also listed 
to cover present production in view of the manufacturers’ heavy 
investment in moulds. For flasks over 250 ml. in nominal capacity 
an alternative form of vacuum connection is specified, consisting of a 
detachable side-arm fitted by means of a resilient grommet into a hole 
in the flask wall. A tapered neck is specified, which is convenient 


for use with a rubber stopper or can be ground with an interchangeable 
joint if required and other clauses cover quality of glass, general 


construction and wall thickness. Price 2s. post free. 


Hollow Clay Building Blocks 

B.S. 1190:1951 has been revised to make provision for blocks 
having a height of 94 in. in order to bond with the deeper type of 
common brick in use in some parts of the country. ‘The opportunity 
has been taken to review the requirements generally and to bring 
them and the test methods up-to-date. The standard covers blocks 
for internal walls and partitions and also blocks for structural floors, 
roofs and similar construction. Dimensions and surface treatment 
of the various types are given, together with minimum crushing 
strengths ; methods of determining crushing strength and checking 
for trueness of shape. Price 2s. post free. 


Sizes and Recommended Layout of Commercial Forms 

The unlimited numbers of sizes, allied with an infinite variety in 
design, of order forms, invoices, letter heads, delivery notes and 
statements, have been a source of irritation to many of those handling 
them and particularly to filing clerks ; the lack of any co-ordination 
in these forms has also been a cause of confusion and often of 
inefficiency. 

A Committee of the British Standards Institution on which such 
important bodies as the British Federation of Master Printers, 
British Institute of Management, the Office Management Association 
and H.M. Stationery Office were represented, has now prepared 
B.S. 1808:1951 which outlines a standard range of sizes for each type 
of form, indicates principles which it is hoped will be of assistance to 
the designers and suggests a standard location on the forms for each 
item of information. Price 3s. post free. 


Handbook No. 13—Mechanical Tests for Metals 

The strength of materials of construction and the probable behaviour 
of these materials under load has been the concern of designers for 
very many years. The formulation of suitable tests by which the 
quality of metal products could be assessed without having recourse 
to full scale testing was undertaken by the British Standards Institution 
as one of its earliest tasks. ‘This resulted in the adoption of a series 
of standard tensile test pieces. 

Since that time, a number of British Standards have been issued 
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which deal with different types of mechanical tests and a number ef 
other standards include requirements for specific applications of 
these tests 

The standards that deal solely with mechanical testing, together 
with extracts from other standards to illustrate particular applications 
of the tests, have been collected under one cover to form a new 
Handbook, and so provide a reference book useful to industry and to 
universities and technical colleges where the subject of ** Strength of 
Materials” is taught. 

The Handbook has been arranged in sections which deal with types 
of tests ; seven sections cover tensile tests, hardness tests, impact 
tests, ductility tests, the transverse tests for cast iron and the verifica- 
tion of tensile and compression testing machines

test being dealt with, and continues with suitable extracts from other 
Standards, where such exist, which illustrate particular applications 
of the test Price 17s.

Safety Colour Code 


During recent years industry has given increasing attention to 
colour coding of danger points in factories to indicate high voltage

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remarkable achievement. By 1949, the strength of the currency was 
such that in the general revaluations in September of that year the 
lira was devalued in terms of the United States dollar by less than 
about 10 per cent., as against about 30 per cent. for sterling and certain 
other European currencies. 
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Trade with United Kingdom 


Although the United Kingdom has declined in relative importance 
as a source of Italian imports, principally because of lack of availability 
of coal for export, we have since the war enjoyed close and valuable 
trading relations with Italy and these have done much to fill the gap 
left for Italian exporters by the collapse of the German market. Before 
the war, in 1938, the United Kingdom suppliec 6:5 per cent. of 
Italy’s imports and absorbed 5-6 per cent. of her exports. In 1947 the 
respective percentages were 2:1 per cent. and 9°] per cent ; in 1948, 
3:3 per cent. and 7-6 per cent. ; in 1949, 4-U per cent. and 10-6 per 
cent. ; and in 1950, 5-6 per cent. and 11-5 per cent. The United 
Kingdom has remained the principal sterling country trading with 
Italy. 

The composition of Italy’s trade with the United Kingdom has 
undergone considerable changes since 1938, but still rests fundamen- 
tally on the same basis. Before the war by far the most important 
Italian import from the United Kingdom was coal (over 2} million 
metric tons in 1938), followed by such items as machinery, ships, 
rubber and iron, raw wool and woollen piece-goods, and fish. In 
1949 coal imports were slightly below 1 million metric tons, but 
wool, both washed and greasy, iron and steel products, machinery and 
apparatus, and fish, were large items. In addition, Italy took significant 
imports of organic and inorganic chemicals, pharmaceuticals, tractors 
and films. 


In 1950 imports of coal reached over 1} million metric tons, while 
substantial increases took place in imports of machinery and ships. 
Italian exports to the United Kingdom were, before the war, princi- 
pally fruit and fruit preserves, woollen textiles, hemp, marble and 
alabaster, cheese, and chemicals. Since the war, Italy has become the 
chief supplier to the United Kingdom market of fresh fruit and 
vegetables, as well as sending large amounts of dried fruits (particu- 
larly nuts) and cheese. In 1949 and 1950 Italy also increased her 
exports to the United Kingdom of textiles, and such items as hides, 
and essential oils. Since the war the trade balance with the United 
Kingdom has been consistently favourable to Italy, and this assisted 
her to build up large sterling balances which were estimated in 
mid-1950 at about £40 million. 

Payments between Italy and the United Kingdom are on a sterling 
basis and are governed by the Sterling Payments Agreement of 
December 21, 1950, which also modifies previous arrangements to 
take account of the establishment of the European Payments Union. 
Under this Agreement the lira-sterling exchange rate is tied to the

Because of the existence of large manufacturing industries in Italy, 
the market possibilities for British manufactures taken as a whole are 
comparatively modest Nevertheless, opportunities for British 
manufactures exist in fields formerly often relatively little explored by 
United Kingdom exporters, such as livestock, agricultural equipment 
and machinery, capital « pment for Italy’s industries, scientific and 
medical equipment and instruments. The extent to which this trade 
can be developed will depend naturally upon the ability of United 
Kingdom export industries to compete successfully with United 
States, German and other exporters, and upon Italy's future relative 
resources in dollars, sterling and other currencies 

The majority of importing agents in Italy have their head offices in 

the North, usually Milan, and employ travellers to cover the northern 
part of Italy. To secure distribution in parts of Italy distant from the 
head office, they often appoint sub-agents in the principal towns or 
work through associated firms. The personal approach plays a big 
part in Italian business life, and prospective United Kingdom exporters 
will find much advantage in making direct contacts, more especially 
by interviewing agents Italy personally.

Tariff Classification 


A DECISION OF the United States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals concerning the classification of radar equipment has been 
published (C.A.D. 451). The Court ruled that surface warning radar 
apparatus, type 268/RXF, is classifiable as an “‘article suitable for 
producing, rectifying, modifying, controlling, or distributing electrical 
energy "’ under para. 353 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, and 
not as ‘“‘ a mechanism, device, or instrument intended or suitable for 
measuring distances "’ under para. 368 (a) (1) and (2), as modified. 

This decision resulted in radar equipment, tvpe 268/RXF, and 
parts thereof, wholly or in chief value of metal, being dutiable at the 
rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem instead of at the higher rates of duty 
under para. 368 (a) (1) and (2).

cH Government of the Republic of Indonesia has made a new law 

relating to commercial taxation to be called the “Act on the Sales 
T'ax, 1951."" This law has effect as from October 1, 1951, and replaces 
the “ Act on Turnover ‘Tax, 1950" which lapsed on that date 


Under the new Act three taxes, an internal sales tax, an import tax 
and a luxury tax, come into force 


The sales tax will be levied upon all domestic manufactures, and 
will be at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem (10 per cent. in the case of 
luxury goods) payable upon delivery of the taxable goods 


Ihe import tax at the rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem will be levied 
upon all imports as if it were an import duty, levied by virtue of the 
Netherlands-Indies ‘Tanff Act (Statute Book 1924, No 487), with 
fue observance of the reliefs and exemptions granted by virtue of that 
Act. A list of goods that are exempt from the provisions of the import 
tax 1s given at the end of this notice

Ihe luxury tax of 10 per cent. ad valorem will be levied upon goods, 
either home produced or imported, that are specified for the purposes 
f the Act as liable to this rate of duty. Particulars of the imports 
subject to the luxury tax will be published as soon as the schedule of 
specified goods becomes availabl 


Goods Exempted from the Import Tax 


Article 30, Chapter X of the “Act on the Sales ‘Tax, 1951'’ which
